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Axeman, car 
chase, arson 
- in one hour 
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AN arson, a car chase and 
an attempt to get into a 
house using an axe took 
place within one hour in 
Haverhill early on Satur¬ 
day morning. 

The separate incidents 
began shortly after lam 
when police spotted a 
stolen BMW being driven 
along the town’s Duddery 
Hill. 

A police helicopter was 
in the air within min¬ 
utes, and after a 15-min¬ 
ute chase, the BMW was 
recovered in Haverhill’s 
Broadcroft Crescent. 

No arrests have yet been 
made regarding the stolen 


vehicle, and inquiries are 
ongoing. 

While the helicop¬ 
ter crew were still in the 
air, they spotted a fire in 
the town’s York Road at 
1.38am. 

A resin bench had been 
set alight, and the fire had 
spread to a nearby fence. 

The fence was entirely 
burned through and two 
windows on the house it 
was next to were cracked 
as a result of the heat. 

The fire service sent 
two fire crews and two 
hose reel jets were used 
to extinguish the fire by 
2.05am. It is being treated 
as arson. 

A resident in the house, 
who did not wish to be 
named, said: “I heard 
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stones being thrown at 
the conservatory and 
bedroom window and 
banging at the door and I 
had about 20 missed calls. 
The banging at the door 
was the fire brigade. 

“I was shocked really.” 

He said that the damage 
would be expensive to re¬ 
pair, as the fence had only 
been a year old, the house 
needed painting and the 
windows would have to 
be replaced. 

“It’s just a bit freaky re¬ 
ally that I didn’t wake up,” 
he said. “It could have 
been worse - perhaps 


with another 10 or 15 
minutes.” 

Police were also called 
at 1.36am to a property 
in the town’s Strawberry 
Fields. 

Someone had tried to 
break into a house using 
an axe which was later re¬ 
covered. 

Inquiries are also ongo¬ 
ing and police are keen to 
hear from any witnesses.

Plea to tackle 
match parking 


ACTION has been promised 
on parking around a foot¬ 
ball ground - after a recent 
match reportedly saw 250 
cars left on grass verges and 
pavements. 

The problem at Haverhill 
Community Sports Associa¬ 
tion (HCSA) in Chalkstone 
Way was discussed at Haver¬ 
hill Town Council’s meeting 
on Tuesday after an email 
from a resident. 

The email, which was read 
out at a the meeting, said: 
“Whenever games are played 
at the site there are serious 
problems with illegal park¬ 
ing on the verges and on the 
pavements, basically caus¬ 
ing misery for residents.” 

The resident referred to 
the Haverhill Rovers versus 
Haverhill Borough match on 
Friday saying that around 
250 vehicles were illegally 
parked. 
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Councillor John Burns 
added: “I went up there on 
Friday night after three peo¬ 
ple contacted me. It was 
chaos.” 

Representatives from 
HCSA, who were at the meet¬ 
ing to discuss a grant appli¬ 
cation, said that the match 
on Friday was the biggest 
they had hosted in six years. 

HCSA’s facilities manager 
Peter Betts said the associa¬ 
tion held a meeting on Tues¬ 
day morning to discuss the 
problem of parking. 

He added: “I feel as a com¬ 
munity we rely on local resi¬ 
dents and we need them to 
use our facilities. We are pre¬ 
pared to work with anyone 
to find solutions.” 

He suggested holding a 


meeting with councillors, 
residents, and Samuel Ward 
Academy, which is next door 
to HCSA’s New Croft. 

Mr Betts continued: “The 
grass verges are definitely an 
issue but when we are sign¬ 
posting them to go to Samu¬ 
el Ward they don’t. Hopefully 
we can tackle this problem 
together.” 

Cllr Clive Turner men¬ 
tioned later in the meeting 
that in the long term respon¬ 
sibility for parking enforce¬ 
ment was set to switch from 
police to councils. 

He said: “If it isn’t going 
to be stewarded, it needs to 
be enforced - that’s the right 
long term approach.” 

Councillors otherwise wel¬ 
comed the recent £700,000 
refurbishment of the New 
Croft and agreed to award 
HCSA a grant for refresh¬ 
ment facilities.

Shops and flats 
plans backed 


PLANS to build new shops 
and flats in Haverhill’s town 
centre have been welcomed 
by councillors - after being 
in the pipeline for more than 
a decade. 

The plans for Empire Yard 
off Brook Service Road - be¬ 
tween the town’s bus station 
and high street - would see a 
new complex of three shops 
and four flats created. 

The plan was discussed at 
a meeting of Haverhill Town 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee on Tuesday night. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said: “I 
think it’s going to make such 
a difference to that area. You 
get off the bus and what do 
you see? Nothing but a piece 
of waste land.” 

Cllr Jason Crooks added: 
“We definitely need that 
there because the back of the 
shops is not attractive at all. 

“I think there’s a missed 
opportunity. I think that de¬ 
sign could be better. I think 
it’s a bit unimaginative if I’m 
honest, but that’s just a per¬ 
sonal view.” 

The proposed develop¬ 
ment would be built in a Vic¬ 
torian style in keeping with 
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the town’s heritage, and is set 
to include a walkway link¬ 
ing the bus station and high 
street. 

The planning documents 
state that the development 
would meet a demand for af¬ 
fordable housing and units 
for small businesses. 

They also state the de¬ 
velopment would improve 
a view which is currently a 
“poorly maintained and un¬ 
tidy sprawl of the rear of util¬ 
ity buildings.” 

At the planning meeting 
on Tuesday, councillors ex¬ 
plained the long history of 
the application. 

Cllr John Burns said the 
idea of shops and flats on 
the site was first put forward 
back in 2004. 

He said: “It was all hunky 
dory until the recession 
came and no-one would 
lend money.” 

He said that since then the 
applicant had been engaged 
in a series of negotiations 
with planning authorities. 


He added that the cur¬ 
rent application, which was 
submitted in 2014, was put 
on hold as the current town 
centre masterplan was de¬ 
veloped. 

Cllr Byrne pointed out that 
this building was part of the 
vision for the town centre in 
both the current Haverhill 
masterplan and the previous 
one. 

She said: “This application 
has been treated diaboli¬ 
cally.” 

She urged the town coun¬ 
cil to support the applicant, 
Glenn Edwards. 

She said: “If he doesn’t 
get planning permission, he 
owns that piece of land - he 
could put up a six foot wall.” 

The council voted to wel¬ 
come the application. 

Whether it is granted plan¬ 
ning permission will be de¬ 
cided by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council after the 
current consultation period 
ends on October 11.

Decisions on 
cuts deferred 


HEALTH bosses have de¬ 
ferred a decision on whether 
to scrap services for vulner¬ 
able adults in Haverhill. 

The measure had been pro¬ 
posed as part of a package 
of cuts to save the two Suf¬ 
folk clinical commissioning 
groups (CCGs) up to £lmil- 
lion. 

The cuts would see services 
for marginalised and vulner¬ 
able adults (MVA) centred on 
Ipswich - a move that would 
affect around 350 people in 
the west of the county. 

The CCGs also proposed 
cuts to fertility services, re¬ 
ducing the number of rounds 
of IVF treatments available to 
under-40s, which are current¬ 
ly two, to one or none at all. 

The West Suffolk CCG had 
been due to make a decision 
on the cuts yesterday, after 
the East Suffolk and Ipswich 
CCG made theirs on Tuesday. 

But both have chosen to 
put back the decision until 
next year. 

The move comes after the 
CCGs received feedback from 
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almost 1,400 in a consultation 
on the cuts. 

Among them were respons¬ 
es from Haverhill town coun¬ 
cillors, who have described 
the proposals as “ridiculous”. 

The town’s mayor David 
Roach has written to West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock 
about the issue and been 
promised a delegation from 
the town to meet Health Min¬ 
ister Jeremy Hunt. 

The seven-week consulta¬ 
tion ran from July 19 to Sep¬ 
tember 9, and the CCGs have 
now decided that they need 
more time to give in-depth 
consideration to the feed¬ 
back. 

Chairman of the West Suf¬ 
folk CCG, Dr Christopher 
Browning, said: “It is impor¬ 
tant we fully understand the 
impact these proposals will 
have on people in West Suf¬ 
folk. Deferring the decision 
making will give us further 


opportunity to examine all 
the feedback presented by 
local people so the right con¬ 
clusions are reached.” 

Cllr Roach said: “I’m 
pleased that they are start¬ 
ing to listen to the feedback 
about keeping provision in 
West Suffolk.” 

He said he believed the cuts 
would have a knock-on effect 
on the county council, with 
people claiming back taxi fees 
for travelling to services in Ip¬ 
swich. 

Dr Browning said a deci¬ 
sion was now “likely” to be 
made by the West Suffolk CCG 
at their governing body meet¬ 
ing in January. 

The Ipswich and East Suf¬ 
folk CCG say a decision is set 
to be made at some point ear¬ 
ly next year. 

Until then, the CCGs’ IVF 
and MVA services will con¬ 
tinue to operate as they do 
currently. 

The CCGs initially put for¬ 
ward the proposals as part of 
an effort to shave £13million 
off their budgets.

to check if there is a full set 
of clear safety instructions 
included. 

County councillor Matthew 
Hicks said: Both the nail 
curing lamps and the nail 
decoration kits are highly 
dangerous and we strongly 
urge anyone thinking of 
buying these products to be 
vigilant."

Bar wars over 
bouncer issue 


A NEW bistro does not need 
bouncers, a committee has 
ruled - so long as it plays 
only background music af¬ 
ter midnight. 

The decision about Nine 
Jars, set to open in the for¬ 
mer Bell Hotel on Haver¬ 
hill High Street, came at a 
meeting of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s licensing 
committee yesterday. 

The proprietor of nearby 
nightclub Bar Vu, Harry 
Zachariou, had raised con¬ 
cerns that playing “recorded 
music” until 1.30am, as the 
licence application request¬ 
ed, would mean having a DJ 
and dance floor. He said that 
this would require having 
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door staff to take control if 
there were disorderly clients 
or people trying to take their 
glasses into the street. 

Mr Zachariou said at the 
meeting: “If you are saying 
live music and a piano bar 
- fantastic. As soon as you’re 
asking for a DJ - DJ is danc¬ 
ing, dancing could be 200 
people. How do you as an 
establishment control peo¬ 
ple dancing?” 

But Robin and Daniel Pil¬ 
ley, co-owners of Nine Jars, 
said that they had no inten¬ 


tion of having a DJ. 

Daniel Pilley described 
the kind of music they en¬ 
visaged at the bistro: “Main¬ 
ly single singers - we have 
booked someone for the 
opening night playing 1920s 
-style music. It’s just to cre¬ 
ate an atmosphere.” 

Robin Pilley said they were 
also thinking about having 
piano bar-style music. 

The committee agreed to 
grant Nine Jars its licence. 
They said the venue could 
host live music until 12pm, 
and play recorded music un¬ 
til 11pm. Any recorded mu¬ 
sic after that must be “back¬ 
ground music”, capped at a 
certain volume.

THE recent NICE (National Institute for 
Clinical Excellence) recommendations, 
harmful sexual behaviour among 
children and young people, rightly 
highlight the dangers of labelling 
children and young people as sex 
offenders if prosecuted for 'sexting'. 

For some young people 'sexting' is 
a normal part of their relationships, 
however we also know that girls are 
especially vulnerable to negative 
consequences. 

To address the realities of girls' lives, 
boys and girls' education needs to 
include sex and relationship education 
with information on consent as well 
as different forms of digital and online 
engagement, including 'sexting'. A 
change to the curriculum, according 
to a poll we recently commissioned, is 
favoured by eight out of 10 Britons. 

We need to start with the girls 
themselves and what they feel and think 
would help them. This means delivering 
quality sex and relationships education 
to help young people develop healthy 
attitudes towards sex and relationships 
while also tackling inappropriate and 
aggressive sexual behaviour.

A 6-YEAR-OLD boy from Haverhill 
who has had 30 operations in his life 
and a team of life-saving volunteers 
have been honoured with commu¬ 
nity awards. 

Our sister paper, the Cambridge 
News , has been running the annual 
Community Awards since 2003, and 
this year they were held on Tuesday 
night at Homerton College in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

Schoolboy Archie Outlaw, who 
lives in Haverhill’s The Keep, was one 
of two recipients of the Most Coura¬ 
geous Child award, while the Haver¬ 
hill Community First Responders 
won the Emergency Services Award. 

Archie has a condition called 
craniosynotosis, which for him is 
caused by a syndrome so rare only 
35 people in the world have it. 

He’s had operations on his wind¬ 
pipe and skull, and the condition 
also affects his speech and hearing - 
though hearing aids are helping. 

Archie received the award along¬ 
side five-year-old Daisy Bell from 
Huntingdon, who has hydrocepha¬ 
lus. 


Archie’s mum Kelly said at the 
awards: “I’m gobsmacked, I wasn’t 
expecting it. It was lovely to see how 
his confidence has grown to go up 
there [on the stage] alone!” 

Archie was presented with a se¬ 
lection of remote controlled toys, 
including a helicopter and a pick-up 


truck. 

The Haverhill Community First 
Responders are a team of 16 volun¬ 
teers who attend 999 calls and pro¬ 
vide life-saving first aid. 

They’ve done 5,184 hours as vol¬ 
unteers and attended 646 patients 
in the last year. They have also raised 


£8,000 to provide three defibrilla¬ 
tors. 

Group co-ordinator David Halsey 
said: “We’re really pleased to be ac¬ 
knowledged for what we do. “ 

The members of the first respond¬ 
ers team were presented with two 
bottles of wine each.

A HISTORY group is planning an exhibition 
of “Haverhill People” - and wants sugges¬ 
tions. 

The Haverhill Family History Group is 
planning an exhibition detailing the lives 
of notable figures from the town across the 
ages. 

Brian Thompson, chairman of the group, 
said: “It’s going to be about well known peo¬ 
ple of Haverhill, not just historically but in 
modern times. We are trying to go between 
now and way back: someone in the Victorian 
period, someone in the 1940s, someone in 
the modern day from 2000 onwards.” 

Examples include the Rev Robert Rob¬ 
erts who was vicar of St Mary’s Church in 
the 19th century, and 17th century clergy¬ 
man Nathaniel Ward, whose brother was the 
namesake for the town’s Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy. 

But Mr Thompson emphasised that some 
of the people the group was considering re¬ 
searching were still alive and active in the 
town. 

He said the individuals featured in the 
exhibition could be anyone who came into 
contact with a lot of members of the public, 
such as councillors, doctors and headteach¬ 
ers. 

The exhibition is set to take place at Haver¬ 
hill Arts Centre in October next year, and re¬ 
search into each of the “Haverhill People” is 
set to start before the end of this year. 

Mr Thompson wants residents to get in 
touch if they have ideas about the best nota¬ 
ble people to include. 

“We want it to be characters that people 
talked about,” he said. 

The group will then whittle suggestions 
down to a final 24, and organise researchers 
to find out more about each of the people. 

Mr Thompson emphasised that the his¬ 
tory group is also looking for people to help 
with the research side of the project. 

“They don’t necessarily have to have expe¬ 
rience, because we can help them,” he said. 
“It might be that some of the people may 
have some association with those who are 
recommended anyway. They may have a lot 
of information.” 

The group will be responsible for putting 
together the displays about each of the 24 
individuals. 

Volunteers simply need to do the research 
and find images.

PARKING 

Petition over 
poor parking 


A GRANDMOTHER has 
launched a petition calling 
for more parking restric¬ 
tions outside a Haverhill 
primary school. 

Susan Longley, who lives 
in the town’s Castle Walk, 
set up the petition to Suffolk 
County Council’s highways 
department on Monday. 

She is calling for the high¬ 
ways department to create 
more parking restrictions 
at school run times outside 
Place Farm Primary Acad¬ 
emy in the town’s Camps 
Road. 

The 59-year-old recep¬ 
tionist, whose 10-year-old 
grandson attends Place 
Farm, said: “When you come 
out of the junction at school 
times there’s nowhere to go 
because people park on ei¬ 
ther side of the junction.” 

She also had concerns

about parking on yellow 
lines, particularly the zig¬ 
zag lines in front of the 
school. She said that she had 
even spoken to drivers who 
had parked dangerously and 
asked them to move. 

She said: “I’m not trying to 
be horrible to the mums and 
dads - I’m just trying to pre¬ 
vent a fatal accident.” 

She said she had previous¬ 
ly been in touch with coun¬ 
cillors and the police about 
the issue. 

“I thought: Tf I start a peti¬ 
tion, maybe people will sign 
it’,” she said. 

She added that parking 
was an issue at all the town’s 
schools. 

Town councillors have 


previously discussed issues 
with parking and congestion 
on Camps Road. 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “We will await 
receipt of the petition so we 
can investigate the situa¬ 
tion.” 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Police, who are responsible 
for parking enforcement, 
said they routinely carry out 
patrols and issue parking 
tickets where appropriate. 
She asked drivers to think 
about the impact their park¬ 
ing has on child safety. 

A spokesman for Place 
Farm said: “We work closely 
with parents to encourage 
safe parking and of course 
with pupils to promote road 
safety.”

TLC is growing apples in a pot 


As we look forward to a rich harvest of events to celebrate Apple 
Day on October 21, Hannah Stephenson explains how to grow these 
popular fruits in pots 


HETHER you're into a 
crisp crunch or the tart 
tang that makes a crumble 
or pie a dessert to savour, the apple 
is among the gardener's favourite. 

We grow more apples both 
commercially and in the garden 
than any other fruit. But you don't 
need a massive space to get to the 
core of success, because you can 
grow apples in pots, although you'll 
need to give them more tic than 
you would to trees in the ground. 

Pot-grown trees may produce 
fewer fruit but can be grown on 
paved areas and courtyards in the 
smallest gardens, provided they are 
bought on appropriate dwarfing 
rootstock, supplied with pollinating 
companion trees and kept well fed 


and watered. 

Free-standing trees or upright 
cordons are best for growing this 
way, trained as pyramid or bush 
trees. Dwarf pyramids are conical in 
shape and trained to produce tiers 
of branches all the way up the main 
trunk, starting around 60cm above 
the soil surface. 

Cordons are vertical 'poles' with 
short branching spurs along their 
length. Similarly, 'minarette' fruit 
trees bear their fruits on short spurs 
all the way up a vertical stem rather 
than on long, spreading branches. 

Six to eight feet tall when mature, 


minarettes are perfect for container 
growing, and can be planted as 
close as two to three feet apart in 
open soil. 

Apples on dwarfing rootstocks 
such as M26 or M9 can be grown 
in large tubs or pots (38-45cm 
diameter) filled with John Innes 
No.3 compost. These rootstocks 
keep the tree small and slow- 
growing, as well as triggering 
cropping early on in life, so you 
might be picking your first apples 
within two years of planting. 

Fill the pot to a level where 
the graft union of the tree will be 


above the surface of the compost 
once it's planted. You'll need to 
anchor a thick bamboo cane into 
the bottom of the container for 
support, and also make sure the 
container is stable since, particularly 
when the tree is in leaf, it can act 
like a sail and get blown over by 
wind, potentially damaging both 
the tree and the container. Narrow- 
based containers are therefore best 
avoided. If you put a stake in the 
pot, you may be able to anchor it to 
a nearby fence. 

The RHS recommends the 
following culinary apples for 
container growing: 'Arthur 
Turner', 'Bountiful' and 'Howgate 
Wonder', while dessert apple 
recommendations include

T HERE'S nothing quite like 

relaxing on your own private 
patio - whether it's a little 
oasis where you can chill out 
with a glass of wine on your 
own, or a vast Mediterranean terrace 
where you entertain pals. 

There can be something truly 
magical about that lovely space, filled 
with containers and barbecues. 

The days of a boring mass of square 
grey slabs, butted up against the back 
of the house, are long gone. 

They now come in loads of 
different sizes and shapes and in 
many places, paving plays both a 
practical and aesthetic role. 

So if you're replacing an existing 
patio, starting to notice the cracks 
and oil stains in your drive or just 
fancy creating a new area, you won't 
go far wrong with a nice bit of paving. 

When it comes to choosing your 
slabs, there are several types to go for. 

For starters, you have the 
traditional concrete mix that has 
been placed in a mould, giving a

variety of shapes, sizes, textures and 
even colours. 

Concrete is less expensive than 
natural surfaces - it's made in the UK 
and is very long lasting. If laid 
properly, you will get years of use. 

The moulds used can be really 


creative and some of the surfaces and 
textures are stunning. 

We've come a long way from the 
Seventies slabs with the texture of 
pink wafer biscuits you saw down 
every shopping arcade. 

Concrete paving now comes in an 



amazing range of colours - reds, 
yellows, even greens. They can look 
marvellous if you mix and match. 

You can buy them from DIY stores 
or landscape specialists. 

A lot of patios up and down the 
country are done in concrete. 

About 10 years ago, natural stone 
staged something of a comeback. 

It's generally sandstone and often 
quarried and cut overseas so it's not 
cheap. 

It has got a lovely natural feel but it 
is harder and heavier to lift and lay. 

It can give a superb warm texture 
to your patio, though, especially if it's 
in a sunny spot, and it will wear 
beautifully and should not stain. 

One of the latest arrivals in DIY 
stores is porcelain paving stones 
- many garden experts have pounced 
on them for their useful good looks. 

They have been fired up to 
temperatures of 1,400°C, which gives 
them a huge amount of strength and 
durability. They last a lifetime and 


can be tougher than concrete and 
stone options. Also, they're frost and 
algae proof and non-slip because 
mould can't grow on them. 

Invariably, they come in slightly 
smaller slabs than concrete and 
natural stone slabs so will be that bit 
lighter and easier to lift. 

But one of the most amazing things 
about porcelain paving stones is that 
they can take prints on them, 
replicating all sorts of natural 
surfaces. There are dozens of effects 
available to suit every garden 
environment. 

I've seen patterns giving a marble, 
wood, sandstone, slate and lime look 
- and even more decorative options. 

I recently used a silver wood effect 
that looked like a boardwalk without 
the need for staining and 
maintenance. 

There's plenty of inspiration, 
products and advice on patios, drives 
and pathways out there so do your 
research before getting started. 


How to create your perfect patio 


LAYING a patio can be a rewarding project 
that's not going to break the bank - or 
your back - if you do it properly. 

Planning is crucial. First, think about 
what you want to achieve and where it is 
going to be. Patios don't have to be right 
outside the back door. 

Decide if you'll be using it mostly in the 
mornings or afternoons or evenings, and 
plan accordingly for maximum sun. 

Choose a spot with some shade and 
shelter - it will be no fun with a constant 
gale roaring across it. 

Mark out your space using a hosepipe 
then move it around until you're happy. If 
you're not sure, stick some chairs and a 
table and see how roomy it feels. Add 
another third on to the size if you can. 

Once you're happy, mark it out using 


stakes and string and remove the top soil 
to around 10 inches. 

Add a good six to eight inches of 
hardcore topped with sand as a base 
before laying the slabs with mortar. 

When it comes to laying slabs, you need 
a spirit level to make sure they are just 
right. A rubber mallet will firm them down 
without marking or cracking them. 

Don't go for the traditional rectangular 
block on the back of the garden. Lay 
paving stones away from the house, 
diamond-side on. It will give the illusion of 
size and elongate the space as the eye 
naturally follows the pattern. 

In general, lighter colours such as golds, 
silvers and light greys make your garden 
feel brighter and larger. Darker greys will 
create a more intimate space.

Add interest by leaving lanes unpaved to 
fill with coloured gravel or herbs. Or leave 
out slabs to plant trees in. Include a 
circular pattern in the middle - why not 
put a tree or fountain at the centre? 

Try mixing and matching colours and 
think about container plants that will 


enhance your patio experience. 

Scent is a good idea. Plant honeysuckle, 
jasmine or a climbing rose up a trellis in a 
larger container. 

On my patio, I'm lucky enough to have a 
night-scented phlox. It's covered in dainty, 
circular flowers, each about the size of a 
five pence piece. It comes to life after dark 
as its fragrance explodes. 

Sitting out after a long day's work, with 
a beer or glass of wine, is even more of a 
treat.

Average insurance 
up 13.5% to £788 pa 



TELEMATICS: Increasingly essential 


C AR insurance costs 

are continuing to race 
ahead rising 13.5 per 
cent in the past year to an 
average £788, new research 
from insurance market 
research experts Consumer 
Intelligence shows. 

A combination of another 
rise in Insurance Premium Tax 
to 10 per cent - which takes 
effect on October 1 - and 
increased claims is driving the 
rise in premiums. 

But Consumer Intelligence's 
figures - used by the 
Government's Office for 
National Statistics to calculate 
official inflation statistics - 
show huge differences across 
the country and between age 
groups. 

Drivers in the North West 
and London are paying up 
to 50 per cent more than the 
national average - the average 
bill is £1,177 after a 1 7.3 per 
cent increase in the North 
West and £1,068 in London 
after a 16.7 per cent rise. 


Younger drivers are paying 
the highest bills - average 
premiums for under-25s are 
£1,831, although prices are 
rising slightly slower than 
average at 9.4 per cent. 

Older drivers are seeing 
higher price rises at 15.3 per 
cent but their average annual 
bill as calculated by the five 
cheapest premiums is just 
£348. 


Younger drivers are 
seeing some benefit from 
telematics - so-called black 
box technology - which 
rewards safer driving with 
lower prices. Around 55 per 
cent of the most competitive 
premiums for under-25s come 
from telematics policies. Just 8 
per cent of the best deals for 
those aged 25-49 come from 
telematics. 


Consumer Intelligence's 
data shows the cheapest place 
to insure a car is Scotland 
where average premiums 
were £562 which is around 
£40 cheaper than the second 
lowest; Wales at £605. 

Ian Hughes, chief executive 
of Consumer Intelligence, 
said: "The latest increase 
in Insurance Premium Tax 
which takes effect next month 
as well as rising claims are 
driving the rise in premiums. 

"We are seeing a real 
acceleration in shopping 
around and all customers 
need to ensure they are 
receiving the best value for 
money from their insurer 
which should be easier as 
providers need to make 
it clear what last year's 
premium was when they 
send renewals. 

"Under-25s who pay the 
highest average premiums at 
£1,831 need to seriously look 
at black box technology as a 
way of limiting price rises."

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8 m connected cars on 
UK roads in 25 years 


M ORE than three quarters of millennials (76 
per cent) consider driving an eco-friendly 
car as the best choice to make their lives 
more environmentally friendly, according to a 
Nissan European study investigating millennials' 
attitudes towards electric and hybrid vehicles. 

The report comes at the same time as a survey 
by Kia concludes that fully autonomous cars will 
account for half of all car sales in 25 years. 

Nissan's study probed the views of 2,500 
European millennials (aged 18 to 34) across the UK, 
France, Italy, Germany, and Spain. 

It found that as a generation, millennials are 
willing to try new things, challenge processes, and 
think differently about the future. As such, the 
report showed that the environmental concerns of 
millennials aren't solely scale issues like recycling 
(24 per cent) or overflowing landfills (14 per cent) 
but global issues such as climate change (53 per 
cent) and air pollution (42 per cent). To help 
solve these issues, they are willing to make bold 
changes such as switching to an energy provider 
dedicated to eco-friendly solutions (62 per cent), 
or supporting brands that are committed to being 
more environmentally friendly (53 per cent). 

Meanwhile, to celebrate its 25th anniversary in 
the UK, Kia commissioned a first-of-its-kind report 
looking at the predicted motoring industry over the

next 25 years. 

The report concludes that fully autonomous cars 
will account for half of all car sales in 25 years, with 
increasing degrees of autonomy ranging from cruise 
control to partial self-drive automation adding to 
traditional vehicles and eight million connected cars 
on UK roads able to communicate with each other 
and the surrounding infrastructure. 

A huge overhaul of the infrastructure designed 
to accommodate a mixture of autonomous cars, 
connected cars and traditional vehicles will take 


place. In 25 years autonomous cars will have 
their own lanes on motorways and will be able to 
"communicate" with the road to identify obstacles, 
travel delays and even potholes. 

The report, which was commissioned in 
conjunction with Dr Frank Shaw of the Centre 
for Future Studies, reveals some of the benefits of 
autonomous vehicles. 

Dr Frank Shaw, described by Time magazine as 
one of the 10 most influential thinkers in the world, 
commented: "There will be a transformation from 
an industry built by mechanics to one that is largely 
driven by software developers." 

Parking fines will be almost eliminated as cars 
will be able to drop off their passengers before 
finding a suitable space, whilst insurance premiums 
for road traffic accidents are "likely to be almost 
obsolete with cars able to avoid collisions through 
communication with each other". There is also 
likely to be an increase in car sharing. The driving 
test process will be drastically overhauled, and those 
unable to drive today for reasons such as disability 
will be on the roads. 

And indeed, just this week the Renault-Nissan 
Alliance has acquired the French software 
development company Sylpheo. 

The Alliance will launch more than 10 vehicles 
with autonomous drive technology by 2020.
